In a little less then three months Jef 
Fowler will be trying for an unprece- 
dented three straight NBRSA Sporter/ 
Varmint Championships. He will also be 
trying for a first — his first NBRSA 
Unlimited Championship. Will he make it? 
The chances are long but he defied some 
of those odds last year when he won the 
Sporter/Varmint title in successive years. 
He will be shooting in Knoxville, his home 
range until three years ago when he 
moved to Midland, Texas. This will be a 
different NBRSA Championship. For the 
first time the Unlimited Championship is 
going from four days to two and four 
matches each at 100 and 200 yards. The 
Sporter/Varmint, like the Unlimited, will 
be going without warm up matches at the 
beginning of each day and each distance. 
What had previously been scheduled for 
nine days — five days of Sporter/Varmint 
and four for Unlimited — has now been 
scheduled for six days.

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President’s Message 


A few words this month about legis- 
lation concerning us all, benchrest 
manners and our ailing 200/300 yard 
championship matches. 

Perhaps some of you are unaware of 
H.R. 3429 known as the Component Tax 
Bill. This bill would impose an 11% excise 
tax on reloading components such as 
powder, bullets, shot, wads, primers, 
cases and percussion caps. If this pro- 
posal became law it would have a very 
adverse effect on benchrest component 
expenses and on reloading in general. 
The way the bill is written 50% of the 
funds raised would be used for Hunter 
Education and range construction while 
the other 50% would be used for wildlife 
restoration. Since hunter safety and 
wildlife programs are provided for by 
other tax levies and funded range con- 
struction particularly in the northeast is a 
failure, IBS feels that this bill if enacted 
will provide few if any user benefits. It 
might be wise to keep an eye on this one 
and contact your representatives ex- 
plaining your position on this bill. 

A letter came across my desk recently 
which | found to be quite contrary to my 
concept of benchrest manners and 
ethics. A club which shall remain 
nameless conducted a match last season 
where, according to the club director 
“extensive damage was done to the host 
club causing considerable expenditure of 
time and funds to rectify.” The same 
director quoted their counterpart from 
another club as stating about one of his 
matches ‘‘there were more bottles and 
trash left about than he had ever seen in 
the past.’’ This problem along with 
matters of a different nature has caused 
one of our affiliated clubs to cease 
holding benchrest matches. 

All of us are aware of the need to keep 
all the ranges we presently have which 
are conducting matches. Further we 
know what proper personal conduct and 
etiquette are regarding match partici- 
pation. While'| know the great majority of 
our members leave their camping area as 
clean or cleaner than they found it, we 
must police our sport so that the de- 
spoilers will not ruin our good works of 
the past. 

The final matter which is of great 
importance if we are to continue 200/300 
yard competition in IBS is that of par- 
ticipation at these events. We despera- 
tely need your participation at the 
200/300 yard championships in Mainville 
in July. In fact your individual participa- 
tion may not be enough in itself. We 
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further need individuals and companies 
to donate merchandise in the form of 
bullets and shooting related products of 
all types to be used as merchandise 
awards at this championship. The 
Mainville club is hopeful that if sufficient 
merchandise can be generated to draw a 
good turnout then future matches at 
these yardages will be assured. 

If you are able to make a donation of 
some type of merchandise please contact 
Randy Fritz who is coordinating these 
efforts for the Mainville club His address 
is RD 3, Bloomsburg, Pa. 17815.

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LETTERS 


As a newcomer to the sport of 
benchrest shooting, | offer my obser- 
vations and opinions. 

| became interested in NRA rifle sil- 
houette shooting a couple of years ago. 
In January 1981, | bought my first 
center-fire rifle based on some infor- 
mation from Wayne Zito. It was a Re- 
mington 700 BDL Varmit Special 
chambered in the new 7mm-08, a proven 
winner in silhouette shooting. Wayne 
helped tremendously in getting me 
started on load development and 
shooting techniques. Before two months 
had passed, | went from one inch groups 
(most of the time larger) to groups 
averaging 0.60 inches. Wayne mentioned 
a sport called Hunter class benchrest. He 
indicated that my rifle was capable of 
being competitive in the factory class. 
Since | did not have a six-power scope, 
| was prepared to just go to the match and 
shoot for the fun of it and find out what 
it was like. 

As | said earlier, | bought the rifle for 
silhouette shooting and in March, | went 
to my first silhouette match in Lufkin, 
Texas. As a first-time shooter, | made 
some serious mistakes and also had 
some good luck. At that time, | did not 
have any load data and ballistic data on 
the bullet | was using. The Hornady 
handbook had some data on the 7mm-08 
and | used it as a guide for my first match 
since no range around here had more 
than 200 yds. | had loaded up 56 car- 
tridges and used sixteen in practice the 
morning of the match (first mistake), and 
they were used only on the chickens 
(second mistake). | also did not have a 
spotting scope (third mistake). Fortu- 
nately, Joe Brown, a range officer at the 
match, borrowed a scope from one of the 
other shooters not on the line at that time.

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Using an educated guess and the advice 
given by Joe and some of the other 
shooters, | proceeded to hit ten out of 
forty of the steel critters. At that time, | 
figured that that was pretty fair shooting 
considering the windy conditions (gusting 
up to 25-30 mph) until | saw Richard 
King’s score of 29. As it turns out, | was 
tied for first in the unclassified category. 
There was only one problem, | was out 
of ammo and, fortunately, so was the guy 
| was tied with. We agreed on a coin flip 
to determine the winner. | called it and he 
won. At the next match, | had over a 
hundred rounds loaded. | went to two 
more matches before the first Hunter 
match was held at Lafayette in May. 

The week before the first Hunter 
match, | went to a meeting of the local gun 
club and met a guy, Jimmie Broussard, 
who also shot in the Hunter class. We 
talked about shooting and he found out 
that | was going to shoot using my 
12X-scope, therefore, making me ineli- 
gible for winning. He volunteered to let me 
use one of his new variable power scopes 
with an adjustable objective. We met at 
the local range the Thursday before the 
match and | zeroed the scope on my rifle. 
| was now set for my first match. 

Being a new shooter, and at my first 
match, | did not shoot very well. This did 
not deter my desire for the game, simply 
because the people at the match were so 
down right friendly that they made me 
forget my lousy shooting. Here | was, a 
new shooter at his first match, just barely 
broke 200, shooting with a borrowed 
scope on a factory gun, using a $14 Lee 
loader and a borrowed powder measure, 
shooting against custom made guns with 
people like Marcy Lyons, Francis 
Broussard, Carol Green and Louis 
Langlanais behind them and the finest 
equipment available and | had a great 
time. The stories | heard and the infor- 
mation | gained during the reloading 
sesions and after the match before the 
award presentations were enough to 
more than make up for my poor per- 
formance. The game was now in my 
blood. 

| went to every match after that and | 
have improved considerably. | have my 
Own six power scope and powder 
measure now. At the Hunter Nationals, 
Marcy heard that | shot a 242 at 100 yds 
and personally congratulated me. He said

that only 3 or 4 years ago, that score 
would have won many of the local 
matches. Unfortunately for me, | have not 
shot very well at 200 yds yet, but that day 
is coming (practice, practice, practice). 

During this period, | talked a friend of 
mine into trying both silhouette shooting 
and Hunter bench rest shooting. He soon 
became enthusiastic about both and is 
now hooked also. We have also tried the 
Sporter class shooting. Jimmie Brous- 
sard, the guy | borrowed the scope from 
for my first match, had three Sporter 
class rifles. He offered to let my friend and 
| shoot two of these rifles at the Louisiana 
State Sporter Match in August. Consi- 
dering the cost, time and effort to work 
up good loads for these rifles, his gen- 
erosity was considerable and greatly 
appreciated. All three of us had a great 
time at the match. | even beat Jimmie, but 
just barely (0.0010”) for the day. | plan on 
getting into this type of shooting as soon 
as economics allow. 

| am presently involved in all types of 
pistol and rifle silhouette shooting and 
Hunter class bench rest shooting. In 
general, all of the people | have met at the 
various matches that | have been at have 
been friendly. But, the people that | have 
enjoyed the most were at the rifle mat- 
ches, both silhouette and bench rest. 

| would like to offer a few opinions now. 
In this issue of two 10% Ib guns and the 
three gun championship, perhaps a new 
caliber restriction would alleviate the 
problem. At present the hot numbers are 
.224, .243 and .308. There are four 
calibers available that could possibly fill 
the bill, .257, .264, .277, and .284. Asa 
7mm nut, | would dearly like to see the 
.284 chosen as a caliber restriction for the 
third gun. This would help the hottest 
numbers now going in US arms manu- 
facturing to become perhaps the best 
diameter for all around shooting. Two 
companies already offer match grade 
bullets in various weights. 

One other suggestion would be to put 
together a catalog or list of gunsmiths 
and equipment manufacturers and their 
addresses and make this available either 
as part of the dues package or for a 
nominal fee. To anew shooter, this would 
be an invaluable aid in getting them 
started to achieve the perfect (0.0000”) 
one hole group.

A Caution to Gun Builders 


This study is part of an ongoing search 
of Materials used in Rifles and Pistols 
with the end view of improvements if 
available. It is developed with the use of 
several Reference Books; Foremost, 
Metals Handbook #2 9th Ed. American 
Society for Metals. For its pages on 
Copper Alloys. The Hardness Testing 
Handbook, Lysaght and Be Bellis, for its 
Hardness Requirements, and in Checking 
Steels, Machinerys Handbook 21st Ed. 
Industrial Press. This last contains 
Charts giving the strengths of Steels in 
Brinnell numbers. These | have converted 
to Rockwell numbers with the Chart it 
also contains. So far as | am aware, the 
use of these charts are acceptable for this 
purpose and they are so used in Good 
Engineering Circles. 

With the 22 Russian case, | was unable, 
due to its internal shape, to use special 
anvils devised for my Rockwell Hardness 
Test Machine shaped to take Hardness 
readings on the case side, just ahead of 
the Extractor Cut. These have been in 
use for some time when Foreign Brass or 
certain Wildcat Cases were in question. 
Therefore special Pin Anvils were de- 
vised, that worked well for the Russian 
Case but were the very dickens to read 
on the small 222 Cases. Enough readings 
have been taken to assure one that 
correct Side Head readings and Correct 
Face readings are very similar in results. 
Until a more accurate method or better 
anvils are devised, the above penetrator 
readings should be acceptable. 

The PPC case based on the 220 
Russian case has as we all know de- 
veloped over the last 6-7 years a very 
considerable following. The brass has 
been reported to be a more ductil 


alloy. . . due to the addition to its formula 
of 2 parts per thousand Silver. The word 
Ductil indicates the unit of brass can be 
rolled and swaged more without crack- 
ing. Silver in this instance, raises the 
recrystalizaton temperature and tends to 
produce fine grained copper. It has no or 
little effect on Mechanical properties. 

American Brass at this time does not 
have this listed as part of its Alloy being 
limited to: 68.5 - 71.5 Copper, 0.07 Max 
lead, 0.05 Iron, 0.15 Max others Re- 
mainder Zinc. As silver and gold are 
byproducts in mining Copper and their 
removal is utilized as part of the cost of 
copper mining. There might be trace 
elements of these in the alloy (0.15 Max) 
however they cannot be considered as a 
part of the formula. 

It may then be accepted that — as 
made in Europe, the PPC or 220 Russian 
case, could have some life advantage 
over American brass providing the 
working of the brass is the same. 

Interior shape of American brass is 
basically flat across its interior with ra- 
diused corners fading up into the wall. 
Only exception is where the flash hole is 
punched and this is usually either reamed 
or punched flat on first depriming with a 
knock out punch. 

The web from primer to powder in 222 
R and RM is .060. 

The Russian case is extruded or 
formed forward at the primer pocket with 
a radius approximately 1/32 at wall 
looking somewhat similar to our old 
Balloon Head cases of years ago. This 
gives little metal to contain gas and any 
clearance between Bolt and end of 
Barrel MUST be closed up. 

Web of the Russian is .048 from primer

Measuring the thinnest line from Ex- 
tractor cut to powder. 222 Ris .092, 222 
RM is .102, Russian is .051. Not much of 
a putty plug for openings. 

Thus the Russian Case is thinner in the 
Wall Areas, especially in the area of the 
extractor cut where it is without support 
or contact with the bolt. The Russian 
Case then depends on more surface 
contact with barrel, boltface, and their 
junction. Our American designs use more 
brass at these areas and American rifle 
clearances between bolt and barrel will 
have to be closed up to keep our people 
from having ‘belted case’ troubles when 
using Russian brass. 

Some of our people are using 222 Size 
Remington bolts with the Russian case 
head turned to fit this bolt. This leaves an 
excessive area where the head of the 
case is weakest, The Remington bolt just 
in front of the extractor has only a thin 
angled surface to support the extractor 
cut and even this will have to be faced a 
bit, as in most bolts the angle of bolt cut 
contacts the extractor cut before the 
case head contacts the bolt face. 

As examined here: 

The .222 bolt face, opened to a GOOD 
fit for the .220 seems the most desirable 
alteration with the interior shoulder of the 
barrel coming up with .001 clearance to 
the interior bolt shoulder. | give the outer 
shoulder-lug area .004 clearance. In this 
manner if anything fits hard | know where 
to SCRAPE. 

The .308 bolt face with a slight bending 
of the extractor, and grinding the ejector 
so its outer edge helps hold the case 
against the extractor, is a very usable 
alteration, again the clearance should be 
.001 inner shoulder and .004 outer. 

Of the two, the .222 bolt face job, 
makes a more workmanlike alteration. 

This Shop will refuse any work where 
the Sako Case is altered to a rebated 
shape. 

As Gunmakers, most of us are well 
aware that a high percentage of our 
people run their pressures to an ex- 
cessive figure. We can have enough 
problems without having someone with a 
potential aggregate recordin process... 
on his last shots have to extract his cases 
with a cleaning rod due to the extractor 
being frozen out of contact... This last 
probably would give a genuine bench 
addict more catfits than a blow up.

Dear Wayne: 

Most glue jobs are first glass bedded 
without the recoil lug since they are 
meant to have interchangeable barrels. | 
suggest that you regular glass bed the 
receiver only. Leave the recoil lug and 
barrel free. Then remove the barrel and 
action. Sand paper the bed until you are 
sure there is no release agent left. With 
coarse emory cloth and/or file, rough up 
the bottom of the receiver and make sure 
with some kind of solvent that there is no 
release agent left on the action. 

Get yourself some regular epoxy glue, 
clear, without filler. Do not use Bisonite 


or any epoxy with filler as a glue. Mix the 
epoxy glue and coat both action and bed 
with just enough glue to get the job done. 
Don't lay it on thick. Mount the action in 
the stock, clean off any excess and let 
harden for 24 hours or more if directions 
Call for it. |have had no problems with this 
method if bed and action are good and 
clean and rough enough for the glue to 
get a good bite. The recoil shoulder does 
not need to touch anywhere. 

A block for the barrel has to be 
mounted in the same fashion. It needs to 
clear the barrel by a few thousands and 
be epoxied on. If an attempt is made to 
make it friction tight with clamping bolts, 
the bore will be constricted. 

The twist chart will work OK to 1,000 
yds. if bullets and barrels are of rea- 
sonable quality. A bullet looses trans- 
verse velocity much faster than spin rate 
which should make it more stable as it 
proceeds down range.

The 
Record was fired by Gerhard Krug, of 
Venningen, West Germany for the Heavy 
Varmint class, a 100 meter agg. of 
.2214”, 5.61MM. 

Gerhard’s equipment was a 6PPC;, 
Wichita 1375 action, Hart barrel, using 
28.0 grains of H-322 behind a Watson 70 
grain bullet in Sako cases, and using 
Federal 205M primers. His scope is a 
Lyman/Siebert 36X. 

Gerhard’s targets and IBS Record 
Certificate will be sent to him and our 
congratulations go to him. Well done!! 
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The subject of rifle recoil is often a topic 
heard in discussions wherever shooters 
or hunters gather. This article is written 
to discuss some pertinent points in re- 
gard to recoil and its effect on benchrest 
accuracy. Two primary points will be 
discussed. The first point deals with the 
magnitude of recoil while the second 
point deals with the distance of rifle travel 
during recoil. A chart comparing the recoil 
of different rifles is included with this 
article for your enjoyment and perusal. It 
will be shown that both the magnitude of 
recoil and the travel of the rifle are key 
concerns of the benchrest shooter. 

| have read recently about the ad- 
vantages of shooting a 30 caliber rifle in 
benchrest competition. There have been 
some interesting articles on the 30x47. 
Well, it is my opinion that even the best 
shooter cannot consistently shoot a 30 
caliber rifle at winning levels as well as the 
same shooter can shoot a lighter recoil 
rifle at consistent winning levels. | have 
seen shooters load down their 308’s to 
reduce the recoil. They may as well use 
a gun of lighter recoil with a faster bullet. 
If the gun is loaded to have very little 
recoil, the wind-bucking advantage is 
diminished. | firmly believe that the lower 
recoil calibers are capable of being shot 
more consistenty at winning levels since 
shooting can be used that reduce the 
human induced errors. In particular | am 
referring to shooting a rifle by the free 
recoil method. The 308 Win and the 
30x47 cartridges can be fired ‘‘free’’ in 
10% pound guns but the resultant gun 
bounce and slamming that the shooter 
receives is a deterrant to consistent 
winning aggregates. | hope to show this 
through presenting some technically 
supporting data. 

The calculations for determining the 
magnitude of recoil are quite simple. They 
are based on the law of conservation of 
momentum. | will spare you the boredom 
of wading through the calculations. 
Those who are interested in the methods 
used to calculate the magnitude and 
distance of recoil can contact me and | will 
send them a short explanation of the 
process. 

First, let’s assume we have two Hunter 
Class rifles. Both rifles weigh ten pounds 
and are built identically except for the 
cartridge for which the gun is chambered. 
One gun is chambered as a 308 Win, the 
other is chambered as a 6PPC. The 308 
Win firing 41 grains of H4895 behind a 
168 grain bullet at 2550 feet per second

has a free recoil of 11.11 ft-lb. The 6PPC 
firing 28 grains of H322 behind a 70 grain 
bullet at 3100 feet per second has a free 
recoil of 3.45 ft-lb or about one third that 
of the 308 Win. Not only is the magnitude 
of recoil of the 308 higher than that of the 
6PPC, but the gun travels 0.060 inch 
while the bullet is still in the barrel. The 
gun chambered in 6PPC only travels 
0.023 inch while the bullet is still in the 
barrel. The further recoil distance of the 
308 Win while the bullet is still in the barrel 
allows more external variables to impact 
in the accuracy of the shooting. These 
outside variables include shoulder con- 
tact, cheek contact, hand contact, and 
the coefficient of friction of the sand bags 
just to name a few. Generally, the ten 


pound 6PPC can be shot by use of the 
free recoil method without any problems. 
The same cannot be said for the 308. 
Therefore, the variables of hand and 
shoulder contact enter the picture for the 
ten pound 308 shooter. It becomes two 
more areas that have to be controlled by 
the shooter. For what reason is this recoil 
preservered? The 308 shooter is con- 
vinced that the 308 results in more 
wind-bucking and thereby results in im- 
proved accuracy. The 308 when loaded 
with full power loads does indeed result 
in more wind-bucking, but it also provides 
three times the recoil force and over twice 
the recoil distance of the 6PPC. The 168 
grain Sierra 308 bullet fired at 2550 feet 
per second will drift 0.39 inch at 100

If you have ever tried to lap scope rings 
you will be amazed at the misalignment 
in them. If properly done this is all you 
have to do. For those of us who are not 
gunsmiths you can achieve the same 
results by bedding the rings. This is 
relatively simple and still works. | botched 
up my first job of lapping and now turned 
to this method.

Wrap a strip of masking tape around 
scope at each end of rings. 
Disassemble scope rings and bases. 
Put release agent on all screws and 
in screw holes with toothpick. 
Install scope bases and screw on 
tight. (I prefer a drop of epoxy under 
each base.) They can still be re- 
moved if necessary. 

Install lower rings and screw on tight. 
Rough up inner surface of rings with 
coarse sandpaper. 


. Degrease rings and apply release 


agent to screw holes again. 
Apply release agent to scope. Tape 
all surfaces of rings where the 
bedding is not wanted. Trim with 
razor blade. 
Mix small amount of bedding com- 
pound. (Microbed or Devcon F work 
fine because they are not runny.) 
Put bedding mixture in LOWER rings 
only. Place scope into this and press 
lightly. (Only enough to squeeze out 
excess mixture with the scope 
bottomed in rings.) Secure in this 
position with masking tape over top 
of scope. Wait until surplus bedding 
starts to turn rubbery and then peel 
off excess squeezed out from rings. 
DO NOT REMOVE SCOPE. Let this 
harden completely before proceed-

We started this series of articles with 
MATCO (Sherer, if you choose), a maker 
of match grade barrels by the cut rifling 
process, then dealt with Shilen and Hart, 
both of whom use the button rifling 
method. Now we return to the cut pro- 
cess, as used by H. S. Precision to turn 
out their excellent Atkinson barrels. 

The principal of H. S. Precision is Tom 
Houghton, and Tom was recently pinned 
into a corner long enough to get some 
facts from him relative to their barrels. 

First, alittle insight into the background 
and make-up of H. S. Precision. H. S. 
Engineering was formed in 1976 to 
produce ‘‘Accu-Bed’’ bedding com- 
pounds and ‘‘Accu-Grip’”’ vise jaw pads 
on a part-time basis. Then, looking for 
bigger and better things, they purchased 
the manufacturing and marketing rights 
to ‘‘Bisonite’” bedding compounds. 

In May of 1978, after a rough winter in 
the Northeast, H. S. Engineering packed 
bag and baggage, nodded a brief farewell 
to the harsh weather of western New 
York State, and left for the sunny skies 
of Arizona to purchase the Atkinson Gun 
Company, and form H. S. Precision. 

Today, H. S. Precision looks upon itself 
as a small, diversified, and growing 
company dedicated to the shooting 
sports, and to providing quality products 
for shooters and hunters. The business 
is divided into four main areas: 

1) Test barrels — These are used by 
the ammunition manufacturing industry 


for testing accuracy, pressure, and ve- 
locity. 

2) Barrels and allied services — This 
includes target and hunting barrels (all 
match grade) and chambering services. 

3) Fiberthane FRP stocks — This is 
their line of synthetic stocks for pistols 
(XP-100) and rifles. 

4) Accessory products — This includes 
bedding compounds, neck-turning tools, 
vise jaw pads and rod guides.

Bill Atkinson — Moved to Prescott in 
1952, after attending Trinidad Junior 
College. After college, he worked briefly 
for P. O. Ackley and Douglas Barrel 
Company, before moving to Prescott. He 
then formed a partnership with Paul 
Marquart, and the A & M Gunshop made 
a good reputation for itself among ri- 
flemen of the day. After the parting of 
ways of the two principals, Bill Atkinson 
chose to devote more and more of his 
time to barrel making; although A & M in 
itself had an excellent reputation in this 
field, it was not primarily a barrel used by

Today, Bill Atkinson 
confines his attentions to the barrel 
making section of the Company. 


Dave Yehl — Moved to Prescott in 
1978, from Olean, New York, where he 
was a production manager for CONAP, 
Inc. Dave helped develop' the 
‘‘Fiberthane’’ FRP stock series and then 
began working with Bill Atkinson; he did 
the company’s chambering for a while, 
and then the drilling and reaming. He is 
now full-time into barrel making; he is a 
triple A silhouette shooter, both small 
bore and high power. 


To digress for a moment, some of our 
readers who have been burning gun 
powder for a few years will recall an 
Atkinson barreled 40X-BR owned by Neal 
Knox, editor of The Rifle magazine, a tack 
driver of ten and a half pounds that had 
some celebrated bedding problems in the 
1970-1973 era, which Neal attempted to 
solve by every device known to mankind, 
all the while ignoring forty-three thousand 
readers who had written in to say, ‘‘for 
Pete’s sake, put a fiberglass stock on 
that darn thing.’’ Dave Wolfe and Neal 
Knox were among the first to use At- 
kinson barrels in bench rest competition, 
and each did quite well with them. 


| had a few questions to ask Tom 
Houghton, and my hat is off to the fellow, 
he doesn’t duck a question, although 
qualifying his replies with the observation 
that | have asked, in some cases, sub- 
jective questions to which there is no 
finite answers, only opinions, and his 
replies are merely his opinions, and he 
wishes to harm or slight no one. O.K., so 
much for background, on to the ques- 
tions. 


QUESTION: Your barrels are cut- 
rifling, rather than button rifling. What do 
you see as the major benefits of cut ri- 
fling? 


ANSWER: We see four major advan- 
tages: 

1) Cut rifling enables us to produce 
barrels with absolute uniformity of twist. 
We have no slippage to compensate for. 

2) We produce barrels that are uniform 
in size from one end to the other. This 
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eliminates the need for lapping as re- 
quired of buttoned barrels to achieve 
uniformity. Although lapping does achi- 
eve uniformity and good surface finish, it 
also significantly decreases barrel life by 
rounding off the corners of the rifling 
during lapping. 

3) We can offer an almost infinite range 
of twists, groove width and groove di- 
ameters with no increase in cost. In 
addition, we have the capability of pro- 
ducing 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 groove barrels. 

4) Because of our cutter design and 
manufacturing procedures, we are able 
to use steel that is significantly harder 
than can be used in the button process. 
Our steel has a Rockwell C hardness of 
RC 28-32 as compared to about RC 20 
for the button manufacturers. We have 
checked many of the barrels from the 
leading button manufacturers in our 
shop, where we have a Rockwell tester, 
and we have never found one above RC 
20. We also use a special stress relief 
process, and introduce very little stress 
into the barrel during the manufacturing 
process. 


QUESTION: Once you get one of your 
barrels set up for rifling (i.e., after boring) 
how long does it take you to rifle an 
average barrel?. How many passes down 
the barrel? 

ANSWER: Bill Atkinson has found 
through his years of experience that the 
smaller the cut we take, the more uniform 
the barrel and the better the surface finish 
will be. We cut approximately .00005 to 
.0001 per cut. This translates to 360 to 
450 passes per barrel, or about 1 72 hours 
per barrel on the rifling machine. Fortu- 
nately we have three rifling machines, 
one with two heads. 


QUESTION: What improvements have 
there been in cut-rifling technology from 
the days of Harry Pope? (The improve- 
ment in barrel steel appears to be the 
obvious one). 

ANSWER: In addition to the propri- 
etary heat treat and stress relief process 
used on our stainless steel, we have also 
made significant improvements (by se- 
lection) in the materials used to produce 
bore reamers and cutters. We have also 
improved the cutting head design and 
have made numerous design improve- 
ments to our rifling machines, two of 
which are Sine-Bar, dating back to World 
War | days, and the other is a hydraulic 
machine used in World War Il days. 


QUESTION: | presume that your rifling 
is uniform twist. What are your thoughts 
on gain (progressive) twist? 

ANSWER: All of our rifling is uniform in 
twist. We can see no advantage in gain 
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twist rifling, especially with jacketed 
bullets. 


QUESTION: Okay, we’re getting dull. 
Ready to put your arm up on the table, 
and get into real contention? 

ANSWER: Huh? 


QUESTION: Would you comment on 
the popular theory that it takes a few 
hundred rounds before a cut-rifled barrel 
begins ‘‘to shoot’. This one I’m really 
interested in, because | purchased a rifle 
from Fred Sinclair this past spring that 
was about 90% finished at the time of my 
call, it was a 6PPC with an Atkinson 
barrel. For 300-400 rounds, | tried ev- 
erything this side of devil worship to make

Thursday, and | was off to Utah on 
Friday. | fire-formed 20 cases Friday 
afternoon. On Saturday morning, the first 
two record matches were a .167 and a 
-170. | finished second in the Grand with 
a .2712. Not bad for a gun with no ‘‘break 
in’. 

QUESTION: Just about every business 
has some process or practice that they 
feel makes their products superior. What 
is your particular point of pride? 

ANSWER: We take pride in the fact 
that of over 600 barrels produced and 
shipped to the Marine Corps for the 
M40A1 Sniper Rifle program which re- 
quired ¥2 MOA at 300 meters, not one 
barrel was rejected. We also feel that our 
position as one of the leading suppliers, 
throughout the world, of test barrels 
(quality control instruments) for the 
ammunition industry, speaks highly of 
our technology and quality. 


QUESTION: Do you have any com- 
ment on the theory that flat base bullets 
shoot better in cut rifled barrels than do 
boat-tails? 

ANSWER: As far as boat-tail bullets 
are concerned, the only reason that | can 
envision that a benchrest shooter would 
need them is that they seat in the cases 
easier. Boat-tails have no effects on 
accuracy at short-ranges. They become 
effective at 400-500 yards (about the time 
the velocity has dropped to the speed of 
sound). 


So much for the question and answer 
section. H. S. Precision has a rather 
extensive catalog, for which they make a 
nominal charge of $1.50. The catalog 


gives an extensive selection of their Fi- 
berthane brand of stocks, as well as their 
bedding materials, and of course their 
barrels. Current price listings show a 
price of $155 for a stainless steel blank, 
finish turned and center ground. For 
those testing the heavy bench class 
waters, straight tubes in diameters of 
1.375, 1.50 and 2.00 are available. They 
also offer the same match grade barrel, 
in Chromemoly steel, at a price of $140. 
Other options are numerous, including 
barreled actions using either the Re- 
mington 700ADL or BDL action, and even 
complete rifles. They will fit and chamber 
their barrels, beadblast barrels, and flute 
barrels. Available stock work includes 
your selection from their imposing in- 
ventory of proprietary stocks (heavy 
varmint, light varmint, hunter, 
thumb-hole), bedding and even finished 
stocks. 


Atkinson barrels in the past few years 
have been showing impressive perfor- 
mances in the hands of capable shooters. 
In NBRSA ranks, Ferris Pindell, a regular 
user of the brand, won the 1980 NBRSA 
heavy varmint nationals with an Atkinson 
barrel. In 1979, the only way to beat Eddie 
Goff, with his Atkinson barreled sporter 
was to crossfire, not at Ed’s target, but 
at Ed himself. Roger Gower won the 1980 
IBS hunter nationals with an Atkinson 
barrel. 

The making of fine target barrels by the 
cut-rifling process is carried on today by 
Bill Atkinson (H. S. Precision) and Bob 
Sherer (MATCO). They follow in the 
footsteps of some illustrious predeces- 
sors!

CHANGES IN RULES AFFECT NATIONALS 


The two National Bench Rest Shooters 
Association’s Nationals this year, both 
Sporter/Varmint and Unlimited, will be 
considerably different than in the past, 
and may indicate an eventual change in 
direction in the sport. 

The six-day Nationals, August 26-31 in 
Knoxville at the Volunteer Rifle and Pistol 
Club, will be the first in which the 
Sporter/Varmint and Unlimited Champi- 
onships will be competed for on con- 
secutive days — two days for the Un- 
limited and four for Sporter/Varmint. It 
also means, in the case of the Unlimited 
Nationals, a change from the previous 
four-days of competition with 10 10-shot 
matches at both 100 and 200 yards. This 
year, the Unlimited Championship will be 
done over two days, August 26 and 27, 
with eight 10-shot groups fired each day. 

The Sporter/Varmint Championships 
will not be cut back in the number of 
groups; consisting as in the past of five 
five-shot groups at both 100 and 200 
yards. 

A change in both Nationals is the 
elimination this year of warm-up groups 
at the beginning of each day’s compe- 
tition and each change of distance. In- 
stead, there will be a three-minute 
sight-in for each class at each distance. 
This will be done on the sighter portion 
of acompetitor’s target. The same target 
will be used for shooting on the record 
targert. 

The elimination of warm-ups and the 
cut back from 10 to eight the number of 
targets fired at each range in the Un- 
limited is expected to save enough time 
to enable the two Nationals to be fired 
over a six-day period without causing any 
problems. 

The new rules are being tried on a two 
year experimental period, after which 
NBRSA members will be polled by their 
respective Regional Director who will, in 
turn, vote on whether to make the change 
permanent. These changes apply only to 
the Nationals during this trial period al- 
though individual clubs have the option of 
using these rules if they wish and so 
indicate to competitors prior to matches. 

Although the two Nationals are being 
held on consecutive days, each will retain

its own identity and are not being 
combined into one over-all National. 

The Sporter/Varmint will continue to 
have a National Champion in each of the 
three classes as well as a Three-Gun 
Champion. The Unlimited will continue to 
have a National Champion at 100 and 200 
yards as well as in the Grand. 

A highlight of this year’s competition 
will be an attempt by Jef Fowler of 
capturing an precedented third straight 
NBRSA Sporter/Varmint Championship. 
Jef and Perry Morton are the only two 
shooters who have won the Sporter/ 
Varmint two years in a row. Jef’s chances 
of repeating should be slim. It is very 
difficult for a shooter to stay on top both 
physically and mentally for an extended 
period. These pressures are com- 
pounded by a number of other top-flight 
shooters also itching for a chance at 
being the next NBRSA Sporter/Varmint 
Champion, and breaking Fowler’s string. 

Among the strong contenders will be 
Don Geraci who has been shooting very 
well for the past two years; Ed Watson 
who won the title in 1979 in Knoxville and 
Tom Houghton who has been hot in 
recent matches. Although he is best 
known for his abilities in the Hunter class, 
Marcy Lyons is a definite contender in the 
Sporter/Varmint competition. 


In the Unlimited class, the switch from 
four days to two, plus a considerable 
increase this year in the number of entries 
will make picking top contenders 
somewhat difficult. Fowler, who was 
second in the Unlimited Nationals last 
year and Geraci would be some of the top 
choices. Art Freund, the 1979 Champion, 
will be another favorite as will Bill For- 
rester. Nick Young, of the host club, if he 
is able to compete during his busy week, 
will be a solid choice.

Eight possible new NBRSA records 
were broken at the Southern Utah 
Benchrest Association’s range on Jan- 
uary 23. This was the first NBRSA 
100/200/300 match, giving competitors a 
crack at some ‘‘new’”’ records. Not just 
because of the ‘‘firsts’’ but also some 
excellent shooting gave possibles that 
may stand in the books for some time. All 
of the record targets have been sub- 
mitted to the NBRSA Records Com- 
mittee for verification.
